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1. This Office concurs In the proposed regulation subject 
to the inclusion of the following changes, which this Office of 
Personnel has accepted and has coordinated with the other In- 
terested cowponents: 

a. Ifce last sentence of paragraph 3& to read as follows: 

"All education allowances previously authorised ere 
terminated at the end of the school term or semester 
current as of the date of publication of this regulation. " 

b. Paragraph 3b(5) to read as follows: 

"Independent contractors shall not be granted education 
allowances . However, if it is necessary in order to 
obtain the services of an individual who would be 
eligible for education grants if he were a staff member 
and whose services are essential to the successful 
pursuit of an operational mission, there may he 
included in the contract by which such services are 
obtained a provision for compensation additional to 
basic and other types of covenant ion. Ixeept in 
accordance with paragraph 3c below, such additional 
compensation shall not exceed the appropriate education 
allowance rate established by the Standardised Regulations*" 

c. The last sentence of paragraph 3e(3) to read as follows: 
‘‘Financial hardship will not be a factor in such cases , " 

2. Tte . language proposed above for paragraph 3a terminates 
all education allowances, and the proposed regulation carries au- 
thority only with respect to arms outside the continental United 
States and Its territories and possessions . This arrangement thus 
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
